Roosevelt Brings Peace. 


Evidence accumulates that- '.Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's efforts in behalf .of 
peac» have been supported by prac- 
tically every European" power by the 
advice, that it' 'is the sofciim 'convic- 
tion of 'all the powers that the. time 
has arrived .for Russia .and,. Japan- to 
conclude peace. President Roosevelt's 
endeavors w.ere limited 
to. bringing 


the plenipotentiaries of Russia and 
Japan together to arrange the prelim- 
inary terms- for the - conclusion of a 
limited armistice and the selection of 
a place for the future negotiations. 
The ambassador of one of the great 
European powers expressed the opin- 
ion that the exchanges would not oc- 
cur either at Washington or at any 
European capital, but upon the battle- 
field in Manchuria.

The scene will be along the 'Chesa- 
peake bay and the Potomac and Pa- 
tapco rivers, with the- capture of: Bal- 
timore and -Washington, the. objective 
point of the navy: and ' their defense 
the objective : point of the army. So 
far as possible the two forces will 
duplicate the. attack and. the defense 
in 1814. 
Beginning the engagement. 


the. fleet will make attaclcs on Forts 
Howard, McHenry, Smallwood. Armi-' 
stead and Carroll, which are garri- 
soned, by 2,000 troops of the Coast 
Artillery. The lower forts will be at- 
tacked first, and if the ships succeed . 
in capturing them or. getting by them, 
both Baltimore and Washington -will 
have been bombarded—in the minds 
of the naval officers. . The struggle 
will extend from end to end of the 
bay, but the only land. defense will 
be the "artillery men.

Stock In Tru»tee'« Hands. 


One of the conditions of the sale 


was that the,stock shall be placed in 
the hands of trustees in perpetuity 
these trustees to be vested with the 
power to elect twenty-eight directors 
as designated by tfre policy holders 
This is the plan by which the mutual 
ization of the society Is to be carried 
Into effect. 


Secretary Morton was the almost

At that time he stated that-he 
would retire from the cabinet on July 
1, It .is understood he will not as- 
sume the control of the Equitable all- 
fairs, until after that date.

On 
behalfvof Hyde it is said that he was 
well satisfied with the deal, although 
he had been offered more than he got 
from the policy holders' syndicate by 
two other persons representing rail- 
road Interests, E. H. Harriman and 
George J. GouldX It is said they had 
offered him $5,000,000. for his hold- 
ings. 
Hyde 
retains 
seventy-five 


shares of stock, and is himself a mem- 
ber of the policy holders' syndicate. 
If Morton .decides to accept his resig- 
nation, .'it Is said that Hyde pretty 
thoroughly is reconciled In his belief 
that he will continue-to hold his posi- 
tion as a director of-?the society. 


Great Power for Ryan. 


It was stated In the. financial dis- 


trict, as soon as the news of Ryan's 
purchase of Mr. Hyde's stock became 
known, that he was now In a position 
to finance the construction of any un-. 
derground railway system that he may 
see fit to undertake. It was also stat- 
ed that Mr. Ryan's control of the 
Equitable Life makes him practically 
the dominant 
figure 
in 
American 


finance, and places him In an Invul- 
nerable position in his dealings with 
rival financiers. 


In talcing this -view of the matter 


the men In Wall street regarded the 
mutualizaclon part of the program as 
a. good .deal of a sham. 
They seem 


to think that Mr. Ryan would be In a 
position In, which he'can always dom- 
inate the affairs of the society and the 
disposition of its funds.

•Japanese admiral resembles the Amer- 
ican general—in love of his family, in 
his simple and domestic tastes, in go- 
ing direct to an object, iu the power 
of choosing nud- using subordinates 
imd, most important of (ill, in striking 
the first blow. Hit the enemy swiftly 
nuil unexpectedly,, before he 1ms time 
to lilt you. Both men followed that 
plan. 
Here Is another point of re- 


semblance—neither Grant nor Togo 
ever lost a battle.

Self Contained, Wiry and Alert 


' Togo—by the way, call it Tongo if 
you would. pronounce it us tho Japs 
do—Is a little man, even for a ,1ap- 
Innese, and they are by no means large. 
•He is only u trine over live feet up and 
.down. It will b« remembered also that 
(Napoleon was a little man physically, 
The world has had a number of big 
illttle men. It is never well to judge 
of the stature of a man's mind and 
soul by that of his body. Togo looks 
the sea captain—bronzed by weather, 
wiry and alert. 
His face is not un- 


like" that of a European, as he lacks 
the oriental slant of the eye and wears 
a close cropped board, sparse, but bris- 
tly, and growing iron gray. Small as 
he is, there Is about him a certain ait 
of command that attracts attention. He 
Is poised, self contained, ever ready. 
He is one of the impassive sort, that 
•would stand unmoved in the presence 
of an earthquake. 
Beneath this iron 


by all. Three results can be traced to 
these few years of British association 
—first, tho admiral speaks English;'.like 
a native; second, he is a Christian, a 
rare tiling among Japan's 
officers; 


third,, hfi follows British naval' ideas 
and tactics. 


Strict Disciplinarian. 


Admiral Togo, whose other name- is 


Heiuachiro, is forty-eight years, of .iige. 
He is not of noble birth, though.now a 
bui'ou. He struck the first blow in two 
wars, that between China and Japan 
and the present one. In the former he 
sunk tho British transport Kowshlug, 


"Well, that will be all right," said 


Togo, "Goodby." And, bowing, he left 
the room. 


An Impressive Ceremony. 


Arriving at his flagship, the admiral 


piped his otlicers on bourd. Here was 
surely tho time to make a speech. Togo 
merely brought out a small table and 
placed thereon a short sword, with the 
point toward the officers. 
No word he 


spoke, 
but 
they .understood. That 


meant they were either to win or com- 
mit harakiri, the Japanese form of 
suicide. 
And they* were glad. 
They 


knew this man. HC|did tilings; 
, 


The world is familiar with- Togo's 


subsequent history. It remembers bis 
laconic order resulting in the first blow 
struck at Port Arthur. Other .nations 
wore surprised at the suddenness and 
success of l he stroke. Not so tho Jap- 
anese. 
"Why should wo ho?" they 


asked. Togo was in command. That 
meant "the attack would be immedi- 
ately. 


Since (hen victory has followed vic- 


tory, and the latest, that over Kojest- 
verisky—or Is It Itojest-deuuls-ky—Is 
greatest of all. 


Admiral Togo Is a baru worker. 


Here is one of his laconic 'utterances 
on the subject. "Iu the present, age 
quick and simple action is the only 
way to succeed, either in military- or 
civil life." 


He-knows men. Rarely does he make 


a mistake in choosing a subordinate. 
•So great is his ca.pacily in this direc- 
tion that a- saying has become current 
In Jujiau, "There is only one com

exterior, however, is lire. The gleam 
of the eye reveals that. 


The "Ogre Admiral." 


This man, who has wiped out two 


Russian fleets and will wipe out others 
if the czar is so ill advised as to put 
them in the way, has reasons for his 
Immobile exterior. First, there Is his 
race. The men of Nippon are not par- 
ticularly demonstrative, especially if 
^ 


they are Stttsuma samurai, as Togo is. i 
This Is .the clan, by the way. that fur- 
nished Japan's other great sea fighter. 
Salgo. U is perhaps the most renown- 
ed lighting elan in the island empire, 
and other Togos have made the name 
famous in its annals. With such heredi- 
ty who can wonder at the stoical front 
o'f the "ogre admiral." as he is. affec- 
tionately called? 
Then his training 


was not conducive to effusiveness or 
effeminacy. 
One Incident will serve 


to make this clear. Japanese youths 
who arc being prepared for the navy 
are subjected to certain ordeals. One 
of these Is a' banquet, at which the 
boys sit around a circular table, in the 
middle of which is a loaded cannon, 
which constantly turns -so that .ilrst 
one then another can look into its muz- 
zle. 
The boys know that some time 


during the evening the charge will be 
.set off by a man. outside tho room. 
The ball may puss between.two ban- 
queters or it may take off a head in Its 
flight. Iron nerves result: from educa- 
tion such as this. 


Another part of Togo's training was 


the study of Yomci, tho Chinese philos- 
opher, who preached the gospel of ac- 
tion.' Since reaching manhood tho ad- 
miral has spoken of tho debt he owes 
this great teacher. Poise of soul Is the 
cardinal virtue inculcated by the school 
uf Yomel—balance, nerve, equilibrium, 
that cannot be'disturbed by the Hash 
of a sword lu front of tho eyes or tin- 
explosion of a shell however near it 
may be to him. 


Another part of Togo's training was 


received lu England, partly at the na- 
val school at Greenwich and partly on 
board a man-of-war. At first ho was 
not popular and had to stand all sorts 
of chatting.' He took this with such 
stolcfenr that at tho end he was liUed

Japan's Most Popular Hero. 


Once on'meeting a party of foreign 


correspondents the little,-admiral heard 
his praises' sung in several different 
languages. 
They cheered him; they 


drank his - health. Through It all bo 
stood' Impassive, with faraway eyes, 
He is not a vain man.- Upon visiting 
his home lie refused a popular recep- 
tion, slipping in and.out lu secret, 
though he is the most-popular hero of 
Japan and tho' people'- were eagerly 
awaiting to give him such an ovation 
as only the Japanese can give. He who 
is reaiiy great can afford to be humble. 


Ho lives simply, has only one servant, 


and bis house and his room aboard ship 
are almost without ornament. 
He 


smiles seldom. Two occasions only are 
on record. Once two English corre- 
spondent!! eaiii'e to him with shaved 
heads, a sign of humiliation. "Why are 
you humiliated at seeing me'!" he 
asked. "Because Port Arthur Is so long 
in falling," they rejoined. At this he 
laughed outright. The other time was 
when tho wireless, flashed the news 
that the Russian fleet was Doming out 
to meet him. And Togo smiled. 
Attributes Victory to Mikado's Virtue. 


Admiral Togo makes few .speeches, 


but oue.of these is noteworthy. The 
Japanese have a custom of addressing 
the spirits of the departed.' At a public 
service for the-purpose Togo spoke to 
the souls of those ho had lost in''battle. 
Very solemnly and simply he did this, 
tolliug tbem of the successes he had 
won and ascribing to them the victory. 
In his dispatches he attributes his-sue- 
eVs to tho mikado's virtues. 


Many clearing appellations have 


boon given to Togo. 
The one' of the 


"ogre admiral'' has boon mentioned. • A 
still earKer one was "the fighting admi- 
ral." 
The English and French have 


called him "tho Japanese Nelson." Bin 
the most apt and expressive one per- 
haps is "Toga tho Silent." 


Admiral Togo's family, of which he is 


very fond, consists of three sons and 
one daughter. The boys are being edu- 
cated for the navy.
